"In addition to the tremendous loss­ 
es In men and munitions in Hie fight­ 
ing along the Tigris, the Turks within 
the past year have sustained a costly 
retreat from Russian territory and two 
I thrusts backward from Persia.

confronted a serious rebellion on the 
part of the Arabs and a general de 
moralization within their own ranks 
“In connection with the British ex­ 
pedition from Egypt

some apprehension is felt for the safe­ 
ty of the 1000 American missionaries 
who are still reported marooned in the 
vicinity of Beirut.
